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DETAILED ACTION 

General Status 

1. This is a First Action on the Merits. Claims 1 and 2 are pending in the case. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Frantz et al. (US 
4,960,388). 

Franz et al. in figure 1-4, discloses a wiring block and cover shell arrangement 
comprising a wiring block, said wiring block comprising a flat base 22, two protruding 
engagement portions 23 located on two opposite lateral sides of said base for mounting, two 
smoothly arched bearing walls perpendicularly extended from a front surface of said base and 
equally spaced from the center of said base at two sides, two sets of parallel crevices 28 
symmetrically formed in said smoothly arched bearing walls and respectively cut through the 
height of the smoothly arched bearing walls to a front surface of said base, and two sets of 
slots 34 respectively cut through the height of the smoothly arched bearing walls and front and 
back sides of the base across the crevices for accommodating a respective wire clamp 60 to 
fasten the insulated wires W of the twisted pairs of a cable. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
invention. Frantz et al. (US 4,960,389), Weiss (US 5,662,492), Allgaier et al. (US 
6,120,316), Hagmann (US 6,544,067), Wellmann et al. (US 6,551,144), Cieniawa et al. (US 
3,980,380), Harting et al. (US 6,113,420) and Van Emmerick (US 5,464,352) all disclose 
connector with IDC contacts. 

Applicant also should consider these references in response to this office action. 

Should issue arise concerning the rejection presented above, these references may be relied 

upon in a subsequent action to support the lack of novelty or obviousness of claimed subject 

matter to one of ordinary skill in the art.
